A dispute has arisen between the 
world’s richest bachelor and the 
world’s wealthiest diamond syndi- 
cate. Dr. John T. Williamson, 44- 
year-old, one-man discoverer and 
king of a Colonial diamond mine, 
thinks he should have more than 
his £4 million Corporation's an- 
nual sales. 

The company are the marketing 
agents of the De Beers diamond 
empire. Agreement between Wil- 
liamson and the fabled De Beers 
ended at midnight on the last day 
of 1951—after four-an-a-half-years’ 
partnership. 

At the moment of writing the 
doctor is free to sell the incalcul- 
able wealth of his Tanganyika 


‘diamond “pipe” to “the world—if_ 


anyone will buy. ie

15,000 men, who in a good year can 
bring to light £25 millions’ worth 
of stones.An exceptional six 
months in 1948 yielded £22 million. 

On the other side is Dr. William~- 


_$6n, who fought fever and sun- 


stroke for five years to follow a 
hunch that led him to fortune. 

He is a Canadian with a string 
of degrees after his name, who 
graduated at McGill University in 
mineralogy and geology, and went 
on to a job with the Quebec Geo- 
logital Survey. 

It was in 1933 that Williamson 
went to Africa as assistant geolo- 
gist to a gold mine. As a sideline, 


he showed an interest in South 
Africa's twin treasure industry— 
diamonds. 


To the lay mind he worked out 
what must seem an almost incom- 
prehensible idea that diamonds 
formed deep in the earth's interior 
pressures were thrown up in cauld- 
rons of disturbance.

Anyone who has seen a “wheat 
field leveled by sleet or hail at 
harvest time would hardly think of 
these natural phenomena as aids 


‘to farm production. 


But if in the next couple of 
weeks there happen to be some 
sunny days and frosty nights, fol- 
lowed by a driving sleet storm, at 
least one group of farmers in east- 
ern Canada will be happy indeed. 

They're the maple syrup pro- 
ducers who annually take in $8 
millions-$10 millions from the sale 
of sugar and syrup /to Canadian 
and U.S. consumers. Main output 
comes from Quebec, with Ontario 
‘second and lesser quantities from 
New Brunswick and Nova Scotia 
writes Paul Deacon, in the Fin- 
ancial Post. 

No one seems to know exactly 
why this particular sequence of 
weather helps production, but 
people in the business claim that 
the sap really runs in quantity if 
the elements are friendly (or, de- 
pending on how you look at it, un- 
friendly). 

Another “friendly” element is 
good heavy snow, Lots-of snow 
in the bush provides natural re- 
frigeration for the sap when it’s 
running and lessens chances of 
spoiling. 

“It's too early yet to see what 
sort of season we're likely to have”, 


‘g large ‘maple syrup processor 


stated. “But thé heavy. snow is a 
good sign. And if we can have three 
ot four days of, sunshine, with 
frost at night, and then an old- 
fashioned sleet storm—and the 
same thing repeated over again a 
couple of times during the season 
amthere should be a big crop.” 


Warm -Weather Blow 


There are obviously quite a few 
“ifs” involved. Last year, for in- 
stanee, farmers wete able to start 
tapping their trees im Quebec and 
Ontario the first week of March, 
in Nova Scotia about the third 
week, and in New Brunswick, to- 
ward the end of the month. But 
after this early start, the weather 
turned against them and frequent 
rains brought production to a pre- 
mature and unwelcome halt about 
the middle of April. Output was off 
20%, ‘costing farmers about $2 
millions, 

Why should weather affect the 
flow so much? According. to a 


forestry expert who has made a* 


study of the matter, things occur 
something like this! 

The hard maple is dormant 
through the winter. In the spring, 
the sap starts to circulate once 
more, drawing minerals from the 
soil to take up to the tree’s ex- 
tremities, Buds start to form, and 
eventually leaves. The sap course 
travels through the outside layer-— 
the growing layer—of the tree. 

eIt’s this outside layer which is 
tapped in the early spring when the 
sap flows is at its peak. If the 
nights are cold, the sap is tempor- 
arily dammed, and rushes out more 
quickly when released by the 
warm sunshine. If thes changes in 
temperature are smal and only 
gradual during the season, the 
flow is likely to be slow. 

There doesn’t seem to have begp 
much change over the years in the 
méthod of making syrup. The old 
shack in the maple bush, the wood 
fire and while the big boiling pots 
are still used, but, more and more, 
shallow evaporating pans are the 
major manufacturing equipment. 
All throtwgh the syrup-producing 
areas, the pails on the trees and 
the smoke from the shacks will be 
signaling the arrival of spring any 
day now. 'S 

How Price is Set 

Farmers sell their output ahead 
of time in many cases, find out 
the price afterwards. Buyers for the 
processors go through the syrup- 
producing districts in the fall, sign 
up farmers for the following spring. 
Some farmers put up their own 
product and market it direct to the 


consumer. More than 90% leaves 
the farms as syrup, the rest as 
sugar

the crop is in and the supply is 
known. 

Processors buy a year's supply, 
parcel it out according to demand. 
Demand doesn’t vary too much. 
although there’s a bit of a rush in 
the spring when everyone suddenly 
thinks of buds and birds and sugar 
bushes and maple syrup. The rest 
of the year, things are fairly even. 

Processors market most of the 
syrup in 1-ib, and 2-lb., bottles, al- 
though the gallon can is still in 
eviderice in some places. Proces- 
sors boil the syrup down to stin- 
dard test, filter it and repack it 
for resale. Blenders buy it from the 
processors in 70-lb. blocks as sugar, 
and it’s in this form that nearly 
70% of export maple products are 
sold. : 

The U.S. is the big, and virtually 
the onlyeexport market. In recent 
years it has taken more than 90% 
of our maple products exports, and 
about 40% of all sugar and syrup 
produced. 

Used in Cigarettes 


One of the big buyers in the 
U.S. is a large cigarette manufac- 
turer (Canadian cigarette makers 
don’t use it). How it’s used is a 
trade secret. 

It’s also used south of the bor- 
der in the manufacture of artificial 
syrups (Canadian processors aren't 
allowed to market a mixture, must 
stick to standard test product). 


Ice Ditch That Costs 


More popular than ever this past 
winter was the world’s most amaz- 
ing toboggan slope, the mile-long 
Cresta Run at St. Moritz, which 
costs around $10,000 to construct 
ea@h year and has to be feral 
with ice-cold precision and iro 


nerves. For it is still the most 
perilous toboggan run in the 
World. 


Speeds of over eighty miles an 
hour are reached as the rider on 
his 100 tb. steel toboggan hurtles 
along with his nose a few inches 
from the ice. The run is really a 
ditch two feet deep and four feet 
wide. It is made of beaten snow 
watered into solid ice and banked 
at the turns. 

The toboggan has to be braked 
or guided by rakes attached to the 
toes of the boots, and most riders

These People Just 
Didn’t Want Progress 


When the motor-car first made 
its appearance on the road, railway 
and coach companies were 580 
concerned about their new com- 
petitor that they combined to kill 
the new machine at birth. 

Various laws were passed, one of 
which has (since become famous. 
Under this Act, motor-cars were 
declared to be such a menace to 
the public safety that every road 
locomotive had to be preceded at 
a distance of one hundred yards by 
a man carrying a red flag, and their 
speed had never to exceed four 
m.p.h. 

Looking back on it to-day, it 
might even seem ridiculous that the 
importance of the motor-car was 
never foreseen, yet all through 
history new inventions have been 
decried. There are always people 
ready to protest against. progress. 

The railways had more than their 
share of critics. In Germany it was 
proved by experts that ,if trains 
went at the frightening speed of 
fifteen m.p.h. blood would spurt 
from the travellers’ noses, and that 
the passengers would be sure to 
suffocate going through tunnels. 

One eloquent speaker even urged 
that the introduction of railways 
would require the building of in- 
‘numerable asylums, because people 
would be driven mad with terror at 
wthe sight of trains rushing across 
the country. 

The printing press has helped to 
spread learning through the world, 
yet while the invention was still in 
its infancy there was a widespread 
outcry against it. 

The governor of an American 
state went so far as to. say: “I 
thank God that there are no free 
schools, nor printing (im Virginia), 
for learning has brought -disobe- 
dience and heresv into the world 
and printing has divulged it.”

A farmer out in Washington has 
found that fruit trees and laying 
hens. are a really profitable com- 


bination. When Lester Smith is 
busy tending chicks, his trees are 
in the dormant stage. When the 
busiest time in the fruit orchard 
rolls around, the pullets are out 
on the range, needing little labor. 
A side bénefit comes from peat 
moss, litter and droppings which 
~make a weed-free organic fertilizer. 

Smith has 20 acres planted to 
cherries, plums and peaches along 
with a young apple orchard not yet 
in production. He keeps 1000 laying 
‘hens to boost his income while 
trees mature according to a writer 
in The Country Gentleman. 


* © * 


Spreading labor is the big ad- 
vantage of his system, The first lot 
of chicks is brooded in early Feb- 
ruary.. When pruning starts in 
March, these chicks no longer de- 
mand steady attention. Dormant 
spray is applied after pruning and 
sat this point the early chicks are 
on range. Before the busy thinning 
season, Smith starts his second 
batch of chicks before orchard work 
is demanding.

When the first soft fruit is ready 
to harvest, all pullets are on range.

‘Add Years Of Life To Your 
Wool Or Feather Quilts .... 


Eiderdowns are expensive to buy 
pew and to have recovered. But 
there is no need to discard one 
which is thin and leaking. A cor- 
respondent described how she re- 
covered and made featherproof, 
one stowed away in the attic, for 
a stall cost. 

She bought sik yards of quil- 
padding for the single bed eider- 
down, cut it into three lengths of 
two yards each and. then very 
carefully opened it out. The eider- 
down was then spread on the floor 
and, quilt padding placed over it, 
and using largé stitches, tacked 
to the eiderdown to cover it com- 
‘pletely. 

Recovering was simplified by 
, stitching cover material into a bag 
| shape to ‘fit eiderdown with one 
_ open end. Still working from the 
floor the cover was carefully eased 
over the wadding and old quilt and 
end was closed up. 

Bag is first turned inside out, 
and gathered so you-are grasping 
bottom corners from inside bag, 
Then hold each corner of eider- 
down bottom in hands as well and 
another ,person, cases slip top 
right side outside, over quilt form.

DEATH-RAY FOR FLIES 


Here’s bad news for flies. A 
scientist has invented a death ray 
for killing them and claims it is 
100 per cent. effective. Hermann 
Wolf, a 47-year-old Hamburg 
engineer, has perfected what he 
calls a supersonic death ray. It re- 
sembles a tiny radio set. 

By pressing a button he causes 
high-frequency sound waves to kill 
flies. He demonstrated it recently 
in his basement worshop. All the 
flies on walls and ceilings fell 
dead.

Blanch To immerse fruits or 
nuts. in boiling water to remove 
skins, also to dip fruits and vege- 
tables in boiling water in prepara- 
tion for canning, ferezing or dry- 
ing. 

Braise~To brown meat or vege- 
tables in small quantity of hot fat, 
then to cook slowly in small 
amount of liquid. 

Clarify — To clear a liquid, such 
as consommé, by adding slightly 
beaten egg white and egg shells. 


‘ The beaten egg coagulates in the 


hot liquid and the particles. which 
cause cloudiness adhere to it. The 
mixture is then strained. 

Dice—To cut into small cubes. 

Fold in—To combine two in- 
gredients or two combinations of 
ingredients by two motions, cutt- 
ing vertically through the mixture 
and turning over and over by 
sliding the implement across the 
bottom of the mixing bowl with 
each turn. 


Lard—To insert strips or pieces: 


of fat into uncooked lean meat for 
added flavor and juiciness. Or 


slices of fat may be spread on top 


of uncooked lean meat or -fish for 
tthe same purpose. 

Marinate—To let foods stand in 
a marinade, usually an acid-oil 
mixture of oil and vinegar or wine, 
often flavored with spices and 
herbs. 

Mince—To cut with knife or 
scissors into very fine pieces. 


Pan-broil — To cook uncovered ° 


on a hot surface, usually a skillet. 
The fat is poured off as it ac- 
cumulates. 

Pan fry-—To cook in-a small 
amount of fat; synonymous with 
saute. 

Parboil—To boil until partially 
cooked. 

Purée — To force vegetables, 
fruits and other foods through a 
fine sieve to remove skins, seeds 
and so forth, and to produce a fine 
textured substance. 

Reduce—To evaporate some of 
the liquid in stock or sauce by 
boiling. 

Render——To heat meat fat cut 
in small pieces, until fat is separat- 
ed from connective tissues. 

Sauté—To fty lightly in @ small 
amount of hot fat, turning fre- 


wently. ee 
. Scald—To heat a liquid to )ust 


below. the boiling point. Milk has 
reached a scalding point when film 
forms on surface. 

Score-—To cut narrow grooves 
wr gashes. 


Sear—To cook at a very high 
temperature for a short time in 
order quickly to form a brown 
crust on the outer surface of meat. 

Simmer—To cook in a_ liquid 
that is kept below the boiling 
point, Temperature should be 
about 185 degrees F. Bubbles 


form slowly and break below the 


surface. 
IN THE FRENCH 

Au gratin—This refers to the 
thin crust that forms on top when 
foods, usually creamed or moisten- 
ed. with eggs, milk or stock, sare 
broiled or baked. The dish may be 
topped with a sprinkling of butter- 
ed bread, crumbs or cheese, though 
this is not always done. 

Court Bouillon—A highly sea- 
soned fish broth. 

Crofitons—Dices of bread that 
have been toasted or sautéed in 
butter. :

* PORK & BEANS AT HOME 


“1 know you were coming so | 


That Saturday night stand-by in 
many homes—beans and pork— 
usually has been considered too 
complicated a dish for canning at 
home. But as a result of recent ex- 
periments, the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture has just 
announced a comparatively easy 
procedure for canning the legumes 
with molasses sauce. Instead of 
baking the: beans for hours before 
processing, the cooking is .accom- 
plished in the pressure canner after 
the soaked and parboiled vegetable 
and the molasses sauce haye been 
packed in jars. 

The State Expériment Station in 

Massachusetts, center of the region 
where baked beans are in highest 
favor, cooperated with the Agricul- 
ture Department in developing the 
new recipe, Directions state that 
kidney, navy or yellow-eyed beans 
may be used. 
Navy, or pea beans as they are 
sometimes called, made up _ the 
largest proportion of this crop with 
kidney beans ranking fourth and 
the yellow eyes farther down the 
list. 

An excellent source of protein, 
dried beans also supply a generous 
share of iron and two of the B 
vitamins, thiamine. and riboflavin. 
They may be used im place of meat 
as a main dish, though nutrition- 
wise it is best that in such a meal” 
milk or cheese be included to 
supply the animal protein not avail- 
able in the legumes. 

Here are the directions for seven 
quarts—a canner load—of pork and 
beans with molasses sauce. After 
the beans have been canned, they 
need only reheating to be ready for 
serving.

Wash: two and one-half quarts 
(ten cups) of beans and prepare 
them by the quick-soak method: 
that is, cover the beans with six 
quarts of boiling water and boil 
two minutes. Remove from heat 
and soak beans one hour.

’ Make molasses sauce by heating 
to boiling four quarts of soaking 
liquid or water, three-fourths cup 
dark molasses, one-fourth cup vine- 
gar, three tablespoons salt and one 
tablespoon ground mustard. .. .. 

Fill each jar three-fourths full of 
hot beans. Add a small piece of 
salt pork, bacon or ham. Pour in 
sauce, leaving one-half inch head- 
space at top of jar. Adjust jar lid 
and process at once in steam pres- 
gure canner at ten pounds pressure 
(240 degrees F.)—quart jars sev- 
enty-five minutes; pint jars sixty- 
five minutes. Complete jar seals, if 
closures are not self-sealing type..

New York—If your new wig 
costs more, blame it on Adolf 
Hitlers Indirectly, it’s all his fault. 

Hitler started World War IL. 
During the war, Canadian and 
United States tréops took their 
ideas with them wherever they 
went.

Nowadays, 
there’s very little of the real thing 
cultivated on Europe’s female 
heads. So the long hair buyers 
have to go to remote villages, run 
contests with prizes for the best 
hair in each district and pay high- 
er prices. These factors come out 
in wig costs here. 

That's the sad story unfolded by 
Paul Fleischer, the fourth Fleisch- 
er generation to Be in the hair 
goods business. To illustrate the 
current market value of beautiful 
long hair, he pulled out a carton 
about the size of a shirt box.

“Inside,” he said, tapping it with 
a significant forefinger, “is about 


$7000 worth of hair.”

There was 
glistening black and pure plati- 
num, lush-looking shades of red 
and auburn and titian and some 
snow white. 
Fleischer looked almost rever- 
ent as he folded the hair carefully 
and stowed it back in the box.

The Cinderella Vegetable - Potatoes 


How many ways do you know 
of serving potatoes? Boiled, mash- 
ed, baked in jackets, roasted, or 
sometimes chipped — that’s how 
many changes most of us ring. The 
potato has been called “the stand- 
by and the Cinderella of all 
the vegetables.” It is always there, 
but it receives scant attention. 

Is it another case of familiarity 


. breeding contempt? Considering the 


vast number of ways of cooking 
potatoes, it seems a pity that on 
most days of the week they are 
served plain boiled—and not al- 
ways well boiled at that. 

The health-giving part of pota- 
toes lies just under the skin—the 
part-we throw away when we peel 
them too thickly. We get most out 
of potatoes, both in flavor and food 
value, when we scrub the, skins 
well and bake them in their jackets. 

If you want to keep the jackets 
soft, brush the potatoes over with 
melted dripping (beef is best) be- 
fore putting them in the hot oven. 
Then when they are done, wrap 
them in a towel for a few min- 
utes. The skins will then peel off, 
paper thin. 

Or if you like a crisp skin, just 
dry the potatoes well before baking 
them. Turn them two or three 
times so that the skins ‘brown 
evenly, 

If your digestion is good you 
should eat the skins of your baked 
potatoes;. they have a_ delicious 
nutty flavour, and taste good, 
spread with butter. 

Starting from potatoes baked in 
their jackets, we can get stuffed 
potatoes that can form the main 
course of a meal. 

A’ favourite way is to cut the 
baked potatoes in halves dength- 
wise, scoop out most of the insides, 
placing the sco@ped-out portion in 
a mixing bowl. Add to this as 
much graied dry cheese as you can 
spare, a knob of butter or mar- 
garine and season with salf)and 
pepper. > ae ee 

Mix well, pile the mixture, back 
into the baked potato skins, sprin- 
kle with a little more grated cheese, 
and place under red-hot grill until 
the cheese melts and browns slight- 
ly, 

When you are having an oven- 
cooked dinner, serve escalloped po- 
tatoes for a change. Peel and slice 
thinly one medium-sized potato to 
each person, and one medium onion 
to each, peeled and thinly sliced. 
Separate the slices into rings.

Thea 
remove the paper and place the 
dish near the top of the oven for 
another fifteen to twenty minutes, 
so that the potatoes on top get 
crisp and brown. 

Another oven method with pota- 
toes is to cut the peeled potatoes 
into slices, lay them in a grea 
fireproof dish with a sprinkling of 
salt, curry powder, and piece of 
bay leaf between the layers; half 
fill the dish with milk, then cover 
the potatoes with bread-crumbs and 
dot with margarine or butter 
Bake in moderate oven 1 hour. 

The Scots claim to be the origins. 
ators of the following potato dish, 
known to them as “Stovies,” but it 
is also popular in France. Cut about 
2 Ib. of peeled potatoes into halfs. 
inch cubes; slice a medium-sized 
onion. Heat about 2 oz. dripping and 
fry the onion slices lightly, without 
browning, for two minutes. Add the 
potatoes, season with salt and pep- 
per, and toss the pan until every 
piece of potato is covered with fat. 

Then just add enough water to 
cover the bottom of the pan, put 
lid on pan, and simmer for fifteen 
to twenty minutes, until tender, 
shaking the pan from time to time 
to prevent sticking. By this time 
the potatoes will have absorbed 
practically all the water. 

You can tHen serve them as & 
vegetable with hot or cold meat, or 
with a cheese dish—or, if you like, 
add 2 to 3 oz. grated cheese, stir 
ring it well in, and serve as a supe 
per or high tea dish, on its own,

“She can be demure Monday, 
soignee Tuesday, femme fatale 
Wednesday,” says Fleischer, “She 
can style it herself, or send it back 
here to be restyled and cleaned.”

For three years Dr. G. M. 
Ridenour of the National Sanita- 


tion Foundation has been secking 
the answer to the question: Is a 
washed dish.or garment: as clean 
as it looks? The answer is usually 
no”! 

Ridenour and his associates find 
that even hidden dirt can be made 
to. proclaim itself on any. surface 
or in any material by radioactivity. 

The radioactive proclamation 
does’ not make it easier or hardet 
to wash the dirt from the clothing 
or utensils, but it. does permit de- 
tecting through photography 
whether all or a portion of the dirt 
has been removed by washing. 

After they have been washed, 
soiled clothes or utensils are ¢x- 
posed to X-ray film, The dirt and 
bacteria unremoved by the washing 
but invisible to the eye leave tell- 
tale evidence on the film-—evidence 
that enables Ridenour to determine 
the quantity and the distribution 
of the dirt and bacteria. 

A year ago Ridenour was using 
4 Geiger counter instead of the 
photographic plate to determine the 
efficiency of various washing pro- 
cesses, His new photographic 
method is 98 per cent accurate. To 
manufacturers and consumers it 
indicates which washing process, 
detergent or machine is most 
efficient under given conditions and 
which surfaces are easier to clean.

Plant Study Can. 
Pay Off Richly 


Every Canadian is familiar with 
eertain agricultural plants. For in- 
gtance, we all eat corn and toma- 
toes, raspberries and plums. But 
the first settlers in this country 
would have been very skeptical of 


. these foods. We know that the In- 


dians saved the colonists’ lives 
during those first bitter winters by 


teaching them to grow and eat 


these “new” pl&nts. Many berries 
gtew wild in this country which 
were unfamiliar to the Europeans, 
Luther Burbank, a farm boy, lift- 
ed the plum from a small, tart 
local fruit to a luscious product that 
could be shipped long distances and 
into all channels of consumption. 
All of these edible plants have 
been selected for certain valuable 
characteristics, and then trained 
and developed until they reached a 
highly satisfactory form. But 
around us today there are. still 
hundreds of wild plants which haye 
not been studied carefu'ly enough 
for us to know their full value. In 
fact, one popular definition of a 
weed is that it is a plant fér which 
the gardener has not yet found a 
profitable use. For instance, cer- 
tain types of roses which are high- 
ly prized and carefully cultivated in 
Ireland, grow wild and are a nuis- 
ance to farmers in Louisiana. 
Today all the world is studying 
wild plants because we need 50 
many new agricultural products. 
Years ago, it was thought neces- 
gary that a plant have high per- 
centages of vegetab'e oil, or pro- 
tein or starch to be of value. How- 
ever we now know that small 
traces of certain chemicals can be 
of tremendous value. An example 
of this has been the world-wide 
search for plants which yield even 


' the smallest amount sof chemicals 


which ‘can be processed to yield 
cortisone the new drug which gives 
promise of being so helpful in med- 
ical treatment. 

Most of our food needs are well 
taken care of in Canada today, and 
we consider war a bad thing for 
which we must be prepared but 
which we hope will never come. 
In our efforts and desifes to make 
the world a happier place to live, 
we look to science and industry 
to produce the better things which 
make life enjoyable. We know 
that chemistry can test plants and 
tell ws what they contain, but it 
is a tremendous job to find the 
valuable components of the thou- 
sands of wild plants growing 
around us. One of the biggest

problems which chemurgy faces to- 
day is to analyze wild plants in 
order to find what they contain 
that gs needed for our industrial 
expatision. For instance, jet air- 
planes need castor oil for lubricat- 
ing certain parts because the oil re- 
maips unaffected by very high tem- 
peratures and also by very low 
temperatures. In fact, only a tiny 
percentage of castor oil is used 
for medicinal purposes today while 
large quantities are used in hy- 


‘draulic brakes for machinery. 


With these thoughts in mind, it 
is always possible that some stu- 
dent of chemistry will discover in 
his own weed patch a new plant 
which will bring great medical ad- 
vancement to men and animals, or 
produce a new element which will 
make wood last longer than stone 
ot will make paint as resistant to 
weather as granite. 
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Canned fruits—either done at 
home of the “boughten” sort—are 
the homemaker’s greatest aids in 
preparing tasty desserts, either hot 
or cold, in the shortest possible 
time. One large can of fruit, in 
combination with other ingredients

Speed and Friction 


Airplanes that travel faster than 
sound must be cooled if their pass- 
engers are not to fry within them 
because of the heat generated by 
air friction, The heat developed by 
any flying body—bullet, aircraft or 
space rocket—rises roughly in pro- 
portion to the square of its speed. 
If the velocity of a speedy plane is 
doubled, the rise in tempetature of 
the aircraft will therefore be in- 
creased four times. Ways of cool- 
ing were discussed before the Royal 
Aeronautical Society by Dr. W. F. 
Hilton. 

In actual practice, he stated, the 
effects of rising speed have to be 
qualified because of the change in 
temperature with increasing alti- 
tudes up to 70,000 feet and because 
of allowances that must be made 
for—aerodynamic shape and for the 
time it takes a plane to absorb heat. 

With the development of jet- 
propelled airliners for commercial 
passenger transporation, the prob- 
lem of frictional heat will be im- 
portant. Cabins can easily become 
ovens, particularly in the tropics. 
A cabin-cooling system somewhat 


‘similar to a type now in use in jet- 


fighting planes will be needed. In 
these planes a device compresses 
hot air from the engine, then lets it 
expand rapidly to below the freez- 
ing point. 

Mechanical compression of air 
in this fashion, according to Hilton, 
is likely to be limited to a speed of 
less than three times that of sound, 
and the use of a ram-jet enginé to 
fromfour to five times the speed of 
sound. A rocket-powered aircraft 
may be able to fly at these very 
high speeds because it carries its 
own oxygen. Only the heating up 
of the outside of the structure need 
he considered?

Blow up the Goodwin Sands!

But the in- 
habitants of eastern Kent can con- 
tinue to sleep peacefully in their 
beds, for the latest notion is hardly 
likely to. be adopted.

Suggestions for taking the bite 
out of the Goodwin Sands have 
been legion. Companies have been 
floated with the object of reclaim~- 
ing the land for cultivation, and 
excavating the buried treasure de- 
posited from wrecked ships. 


Swept Away 


During the Napoleonic Wars the 
Duke of Wellington proposed that 
a defensive fort should be built on 
them and Admiral Cochrane con- 
ceived the idea of binding the sands 
together with asphalt to form the 
foundation for a _ lighthouse. 
Famous engineers, thought it pos- 
sible to build warning beacons on 
the Sands—until they tried. 

For -every safety device ever 
erected on these treacherous shoals 
has sooner or later been swept 


-away. The longest-lived structure 


was a stoutly braced mast put up 
by a Trinity House expert in 1849. 
Thirty years later it had vanished 
beneath the waves.

First charted during the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth, they comprisé 
three hook-shaped banks lying i 
a semicircle off the Kent coast be- 
tween the North and South Fore- 
lands. Covering an area of some 
thirty-five square miles, they 
sprawl across the track of shipping 
using the Channel. 

With the aid of hollow steel 
probes marine geologists have dis- 
covered that the Goodwins consist, 
of an eighty-feet depth of san 
shells and seacoal resting on a be 
of chalk. Driven by the swirling 
tides hundreds of tons of sand are 
constantly on the move, forming 
alternate shoals and deep water 
patches. No lighthouse yet devised 
could stand the terrific strains of 
such movements. ; 

Four powerful lightships equip- 
ped with warning guns and lanterns 
which flash an eleven-mile beam, 
together with numerous buoys, help 
to steer shipping clear of these 
menacing sandbanks. Yet year after 
year, when wintry gales lash the 
channel, the Deal and Walmer 
lifeboatmen can always reckon on 
being called aut to aid vessels 
drifting into the danger area. 


Destroyed by Waves 


Ships raving from 200-ton 
coasters to 10,000-ton ocean-going 
steamships equipped with the 
latest navigational devices “have 
stranded on the Goodwins. 

Highest casualty rate for one year 
was in 1946, when twelve vessels, 
five of* them American, went 
aground. Experts say that these 
mishaps were caused not by bad 
weather but over-confidence after 
years of sailing in convoy. 

Statistics show, in fact, that, al- 
though some forty vessels pass the 
Goodwins every day, the risk of 
becoming stranded is less than one 
in ten thousand. Since 1914 there 
have been ten times as many 
wrecks off the entrance of New 
York Harbour as on the Good- 
wins, 

But in the days of sail ships pass- 
ing up and down the Channel in 
thick or stormy weather were often 
liable to be carried helplessly on 
to the Sands in the grip of the 
strong tidal streams which flow 
across them. Once the vessel had 
grounded on the fatal shoals she 
was rapidly pounded to destruc 
tion by the waves. 

The rapid disappearance of 
stranded ships gave rise to the 
belief that the Goodwins were 
quicksands, hénce the name of 
“ship swallowers.” But it has long 
been proved that when uncovered 
they are perfectly firm and solid. 

Cricket matches have frequently 


‘been played on the Goodwins at 


low tide, the first of which took 
place in 1824, In 1887 three Lon- 
doners held a cycle. race on the 
Sands, They found little difficult in 
pedalling, except when miore than 
twenty yards for the edge,. when 
their wheels sank slightly. 
Buried There 


And as far back as 1705 a man 
named Granville was even buried 
on the Sands in accordance with a 
wish expressed in his will. He 
must have been regarded as an 
eccentric, for one of the mourners 
noted in his diary that the funeral 
“occasioned much discourse, he 
having had no relation at all to the 
sea.” 

The coming of steam and the in- 
troduction of new -and improved 
navigational devices” have robbed 
the Goodwins of much. of their 
former terror, But it seems that 
so long as there are fog and gales 
so will the ds be a menace, 
and the Deal and Walmer, life- 
boats are ever ready.

The 
next night wouldn’t be the Ranger;

through the pistols-screams-hoof- 
beats formula, and the night after 
that someone else—with our cow- 
boys not missing one of them. For 
it seems that cowboys (both on the 
radio and in the living room) are 
heré for a while. 


The best antidote we know is the 
CBC’s school broadcasts, now in 
their tenth year. An estimated’ 
600,000 Canadian schoolchildren 
hear half-hour programs planned 
by a teacher-broadcaster commit- 
tee. The broadcasts are used by 
teachers as an integral part of their 
lessons, and include such things as 
programs dealing with famous Can- 
adians and full-length radio ver- 
sions of Shakespeare’s plays. Last 
year the Department of Transport 
issued 8,252 free, radio licenses to 
schools. The CBC and provincial 
departments of education spend 
about $200,000 annually for the 
school broadcasts. This spring, 
after seven years’ of service, Dr. 
W. P. Percival, Director of Prot- 
estant Education in Quebec, retired 
as Chairman of the National Ad- 

Council on School Broad- 

ing; Dr. R. O. MacFarlane, De- 
puty Minister of Education for 
atlitoba, succeeded him. We have

At 5 weeks, having been fed all 
they will drink of the synthetic 
milk, with dry pig starter . kept 
constantly before them from age

ed by the sow gives the synthetlc- 
ally-fed pigs is a big head start.” 
The explanation is that terramycin 
was a feed supplement exerts its 
greatest stimulation in the first 
weeks of a young animal's life.

The new discovery is not merely 
a replacement for sow’s milk; it is 
also the harbinger of a mew way 
of life for hog raisers—and for 
swine. It opens the way to new 
practices that can revolutionize the 
breeding and feeding of hogs and, 
particularly, their care in the suckl- 
ing stage. It makes available to 
agriculture a tool that can revolu- 
tionize swine raising and increase 
enormously the amount of méat 
available to the consumer.

Useful Hints For the Pipe-Smoker . 
Or For The Man Intending To Start 


That great essayist, Charles 
Lamb, wrote—“May my last breath 
be drawn through a pipe”—a man 
of much wisdom. 

ON CHOOSING A PIPE 


A heavy or hot smoker may 
prefer a bowl with thick walls, 
since the more wood there is, in 
the bow! wall, the more heat it 
can absorb from the burning to- 
bacco. Choose a pipe, however 
which can be held comfortably 
between the teeth. To gauge the 
weight and balance, hold the pipe 
be the end of the mouthpiece be- 
tween the forefinger and thumb. 

If you have dentures, @ light- 
weight bow! with medium or short 
stem is generally ‘nost suitable. 


There ate also specially designed « 


mouthpieces that can be easily held 
between dentures. : 


ON CHOOSING TOBACCO 


“J cannot get on with a pipe 
+» + it burns my tongue.” é 

How often this has been said. 
The pipe is invariably blamed for 
this sensation, whereas more often 
than not the fault lies in the choice 
of tobacco. 

‘Many smokers choose 4 mild 
blend but ‘mild’ is a somewhat mis- 
leading description. So-called ‘mild’ 
tobaccos smoke hotter than full 
strength tcmaccos. It should be re- 
membered that fine-cut tobaccos 
are not so cool as medium or 
coarse-cut, moist tobaccos smoke 
hotter than dry ones and very dry 
tobaccos burn too freely. Hot 
smoking leads to @ burnt tongue. 
This increases the flow, of saliva,

which in turn produces moisture in 
the stem. 

A ‘thot’ smoker should avoid mild, 
moist or fine-cut tobaccos and a 
‘wet’ smoker should choose a me- 
dium to full mixture containing 
Latakia. 

THE CARE OF A PIPE 


A new pipe should be filled 
firmly and evenly only half way 
for the first few smokes and then 
should be smoked slowly unti’ a 
protective layer of carbon has form- 
ed inside the bowl to avoid the 
risk of charring the briar. 

Good tobacco is often spoiled by 
hasty filling. A pipe should be care- 
fully packed to ensure even com- 
bustion, 

Light up evenly and well. Press 
down the lighted tobacco: after the 
first pull or so. 

A pipe should be emptied imme- 
diately after smoking. The BOWL 
should de held when emptying and 
the tobacco tapped out against the 
palm of the hand. If held by the 
mouthpiece great strain is imposed 
on the stem which may split or 
break. If tapped against a hard 
object the bowl may be damaged. 

The bow] should be scraped oc- 
casionally, as too thick an accu- 
mulation of carbon will eventually 
cause the bowl to crack. This usu- 
ally occurs when a heavily car- 
boned pipe is being rested, An ideal 
crust is 1-16th inch. Cool, sweet 
smoking: depends on a properly 
scraped bow! and a pipe which is 
kept clean,

ment by chemists of the antibiotics, 
chemicals produced by molds, 
which immobilize or kill disease- 
causing organisms. When it was 
learned that addition of antibiotics 
to the regular feed consumed by 
poultry and swine would increase 
their rate of growth sharply, the 
earth-mold drugs became impor- 
tant economically to agriculture. 
- * * = 

Animal nutrition studies indicated 
clearly that the younger the animals 
were when they began to get anti- 
biotics, the more impressive have 
been the gains in their’ rate of 
growth. With chicks, studies have 
shown, if the antibiotic feed is 
given the day after they are hatch- 
ed, the rate of growth gain can 
run as high as 50 per ‘cent at four 
weeks; if it is begun four weeks 
after hatching the rate of gain is 
much. less impressive; if begun 
after eight weeks, still smaller; and 
if not begun until after 12 weeks 
there is almost no gain over nor- 
mal, non-antibiotic-fed chickens. 

* & * 

The problem with swine was dif- 

ferent. Young pigs normally suckle 


bore through the bottom of the 
bowl. Use a pipe reamer or smo- 
ker’s companion. Your tobacconist 
will recommend the best type for 
your purpose. 

A pipe should never He cleaned 
with water or steam. An ordinary 
cleaner is best. This can be dipped 
in methylated spirit if required.

A pipe should be allowed to cool 
off before re-smoking and a heavy 
smoker should keep two or three 
in use. To change a pipe from day 
to day ensures the fullest enjoy- 
ment.

Their tailor-made synthetic sow’s 
milk was prohibitively expensive 
and did not lend itself to ready ad- 
aptation at the practical farm level.

The synthetic milk makes pos- 
sible reducing mortality from a 
present range of 20 to 35 per cent 
to 5 per cent, and at the same time 
produces pigs some 10 to 35 per 
cent heavier at weaning than the 
average sow-fed piglet.

Gardening Indoors 

It’s possible to build a garage or 
even a house without a plan but it 
is hardly to be recommended. The 
same applies to a garden, - though 
the planning is much more simple 
and it is a lot of fun, too. In fact 
with a pencil, a bit of paper and 
a seed catalogtie one can put in a 
very pleasant evening while wait- 
ing for soil and weather to warm 
up out of doors. 


No elaborate plans are . required 
unless one is going to do things on 
a big and lavish scale, For the 
vegetable plot, indeed itis just a 


a little knowledge of the size the 


it is safe to plant them, Where 
space is very limited one can get 
a great deal more by interplanting 
short. season . things like | lettuce, 
radish, spinach, etc., with say car- 
rots, beets, beans, The latter will 
take much fonger to mature and 
will require full space after the 
quick growers have been harvested. 

Another space saving trick is to 
train vines like cucumbers, melons 
and squash along boundary fences 
or paths, Also that is a good place 
to grow tall things such as staked 
tomatoes and corn. 


There are.also some important 
long-range economic implications 
in the synthetic milk.

It’s use would seem to open the 
way for the rapid development of 
the fledgling pig-hatchery industry, 
which could provide farmers with 
a thrifty, dependable and. disease- 
free supply of weanling pigs.

For flower gardens air"especial- 
ly the ground about the house, 
authorities generally advise an in- 
formal layout.

The beginner is warned to steer 
clear of stiff rows for flowers, 
though along walks, fences and 
house lines the flower garden of 
shrubbery will have to follow more 
or less regularly.

CHEESE TO BE 
ANNOUNCED 


The federal government, moving 
to avert a crack-up in the cheese 
market, expected to announce short- 
ly a new support program for 
cheddar, it was learned recently. 

The support price will range near 
last year’s 28 cents a pourid, lower 
than current demands by producers. 

This was disclosed in informed 
quarters after announcement in Lon- 
dom that a shortage of dollars will 
prevent Britain from purchasing 
cheese from Canada. 

Ontario cheese producers last year’ 


yertise for a Township Assessor in 3 
campleted a deal with Britain cover- 


ing some 20,000,000 Ibs. at approx- 
imately 32 cents a pound, four cents 
above the federal support price. 

This year the United Kingdom 
market is gone; the United States 
has restrictions on cheese imports 
and there are prospects of increased 
production in Canada because of the 
U. S. embargo on Canadian dairy 
cattle. The surplus, informants estim- 
ated, is likely to climb to more than 
30,000,000 Ibs.

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They Grow Bananas 
In Iceland! | 


People now grow bananas in 
Iceland, as a result of the ingeni- 
ous harnessing of the hot springs 
which are plentiful there. 

Gardeners need not worry about 
getting enough fuel to keep their 

ouses warm, because the 
water used for heating is already 
hot when it reaches them. 

Using its heat they are able to 
grow roses, asters, hydrangeas and 
tomatoes, even though the climate 
- is sub-arctic. 

Schools, office buildings, flats and 
private houses are now heated by 
this natural hot ‘water supply, 
which is inexhaustible. Experiments 
were first made in 1930 with a plant 
about two miles from Reykjavik, 
the capital. 

A’ hot spring was tapped and 
fifteen quarts of water per second 
were pumped into the town to 
provide heat for the State Hos- 
pital, a large public school, a swim- 
ming pool, and about forty private 
houses. 

This plant is still in use, but is 
being overshadowed by the great 
modern one which began operations 
in 1943.) 

The city bought from a private 
family the rights to all the ther- 
mal springs within ten miles of 
Reykjavik, and set up plants capable 
of pumping 81 gallons per second 
into a double pipeline which runs 
up and down the hils and across 
fields dnd under streets to the 
storage tanks at Reykjavik. 

All pipes are specially insulated 
to prevent loss of heat, and the 


hot water, having reached the 
tanks, descends by gravity into 
the city. : 


It only loses five degrees Centi- 

grade of its heat from the time 
it is pumped out of the earth to 
the time it comes from the bath- 
room tap—when it is 75 to 80 
degrees C. or 20 below boiling 
point, 
It would take 100,000 kilowatts 
of electricity to heat an equal 
amount of water to the same tem- 
perature. 

Today 3,500 houses are heated 
by hot water and it is hoped that 
the entire city will be so served 
ultimately.

The remaining lessons for this 
quarter are a study @{_/The Ten 
Commandments and the Teaching 
of Jesus.” As a University profes- 
sor remarked, “Though the ten 
commandments were given more 
than three thousand years ago, 
they aré needed today for man’s 
basic nature hasn’t changed.” 


Jesus fulfilled the ceremonial 
law. No more was there need of 
the various burnt offerings, Jesus 
was God's offering for sin.

The first four of the ten com- 
mandments pertain to our duties 
to God; the last six relate to our 
duties to others.

We need new hearts if we are 
to, keep the moral law.

Get These In First . 
Shrubbery, vines, roses, trees and 
other nursery stock should be 
planted as early as possible. This . 
is especially true where the climate 
is dry and extra watering is diffi- 
cult, The main thing is to make 
sure that the roots of the new 
stock are kept moist in transit and 
planting, All these things should be 
planted in a good-sized hole, the 
roots spread out loosely, then cov- 
ered with fine, rich soil, pressed 
down firmly to exclude all air. 
Water liberally. for a week or two. 
Good nursery stock is soft and 
pliable and well supplied with good 
live buds, The latter, however, 
should not be fat advanced. The 
nearer a plant gets to leafing out 
the more difficult the transplanting. 
If there is any secret about the 
business it is being sure that new 
stock is not allowéd to dry out 
either in transit or after planting 
out in permanent quarters. 
They Are Hardier Now © 


Just because one couldn't grow 
melons or. corm, ten years ago 
doesn’t mean that one cannot grow 
these things today. On the market 
now are far hardier varieties. Per- 
haps hardier is not quite the word 
as no melon vine will stand any 
serious frost and corn doesnot ap- 
preciate it either. What the plant 
breeders have done, however, is to 
give us corn, melons and a host of 
other types that mature days and 
sometimes weeks ahead of the old 
kinds. They also give us faster- 
growing types. These two factors 
mean that these new kinds can be 
grown farther north where the sea~ 
son is short. 


And there are other ways of beat- 
ing mature or our short Canadian 
growing season, One can start seed 
in a hotbed or window box and 
haye plants well-grown and ready 
for outside just about the time it 
would be safe to sow seed, This 
means transplanting, of course, but 
for a few early things almost any 
vegetable and flower can be trans- 
planted. Then there are some other 
tricks like putting little paper caps 
or even flower pots over hills of 
tender melons, squash, cucumbers .

If there is an insect « any kind 
in the room as you this— 
whether it is a fly, beetle, cock- 
roach, spider or one of a dozen 
common species too s all*to be 
seen— you are probably being 
watched by thousands of eyes. 

Most insects have compound 
eyes ten to twenty-five thousand 
visual rods or “little cyes” com- 
pounded intu one big eye, arranged 
into such a comparatively tig bulge 
that their owner sees not only to 
but “straight ahead and 
backwards. 

Those marvellous Compound eyes 
also give insects a range of colour 
experience. quite superior to our 
We can only see colours 
within a particular raige—that of 


, the. spectrum. 


Insects much more. A_ bee 
can see ultra-violet light. Ants and 
owls can see infra-red 

A worm has no eyes at all, yet 
if you shine a light on one in the 
dark it will try to squirm back into 
hiding.. It “sees” danger through 
its pink skin, which is covered with 
photo-sensitive - cells, 

In daylight most birds have eye- 
sight three times as keen as our 
own, yet they are almost, com- 
pletely blind wher the sun sets. 
Most birds cannot fly safely among 
the branches until daslizht allows 
good vision. 

Nighthawks, owls, and other hoc- 
turnal birds have eyes that are 
built to operate at night, During 
the daytime they lie motionless be- 


sec 


cause their eyes, though larger 
than those of many day-active 
birds, alloy no clear picture of 


familiar scenes in the full light of 
day. 

‘Their eyes serve them best in the 
dim illumination of the twilight sky 
when they patrol fortflights of 
moths and beetles. Accuracy of 
d-y vision has been: sacrificed in 
favour of the extra sensitivity re- 
quired in the dark. 

Birds have a “third eyelid.” While 
a bird is flying, its third eyelid 
passes back and forth across its 
eye in. 4 sideways movement, keep- 
ing the eye moist and clearing it 
of dust. | 

It is not quite true that cats and 
dogs can “see’’ 
true that they can distinguish things 
in darkness much better than we 
can, because their pupils can be 
distended to a far greater extent. 

This permits them to absgrb and 
make good use of rays of light that 
are so faint they make no impres- 
sion at all on the human eye. 

Take a dog or cat into a room 
that is “pitch dark” to our eyes 
and it will find its way about. It 
might even jump ont a high chair

The State of Israel is in the 
midst of a bitter war of survival 
mo lese crucial. because the guns 
are silent, Samuel Bronfman, 


chairman of the National Confer- . 


ence for Israel and Jewish Re- 
habilitation, stated on the first an- 
niversary of the formation of the 
Canada-wide organization to assist 
Israel and to restore the victims 
of war and persecution to useful 
lives. 

Urging support for . the $5,250,- 
000 program of the conference to 
be disbursed through the United 
Israel Appeal, the Canadian Jew- 
ish Congress and the United Jew- 
ish Relief Agencies, Mr. Bronf- 
man said in his statement to Can- 
adian Jewry: 

“The State of Israel which means 
so much to Jews—and to friends of 
democracy and stability every- 
where—is in the midst of a bitter 
war for survival no less crucial 
for the silence of the marshalled 
guns, The battle is being waged 
for the existence of the restored 
state and for the rescue of har- 
rassed Jews in many countries who 
can survive only by coming to Ts- 
rael. 

“In spite of all the difficulties 
and dangers which Israel has heen 
facing every day of its sovereign 
existence it has actually brotght 
in 700,000 homeless and destitute 
Jews since it was set up in 1948; 
of these 200,000 were brought in 
last year and 120,000 more are ¢x- 
pected this year. Does anyone be- 
lieve that the fledgling state—but 
just set up and not yet at peace 
with any of its neighbors—can 
carry the burden and can absorb 
these immigrants without the par- 
ticipation of world Jewry? 

“For who are these Jewish im- 
migrants for whom Israel is mak 
ing such sacrifices? They are the 
victims of war and of persecution 
whom it is our acknowledged and 
bounden duty to help and to re-

Meat costs too much these days 
to waste any of it through poor 
methods of preparation. Correct 
cooking means more meat from 
@rery dollar you spend on it. 

Mrs. Glenna Lamkin, a noted 
food specialist, says that as much 
as 25 per cent of meat weight is 
sometimes lost between the store 
and the table. 


Moderate temperatures—325° F, 


to 350°F, oven or simmering heat 
will help to- prevent shrinkage 
and possible toughness or dryness, 
she _says. Low to moderate tem- 
peratures are especially necesary 
for large cuts of meat. 


Type of heat is as important as 
temperature. Tender cuts of meat 
such as chops and the loin steaks 
are best cooked by dry heat. This 
includes. broiling, pan-frying and 
roasting without a cover. Less 
tender meat cuts, such as chuck 
and rump roasts, should be pre- 
pared with moist heat, Mrs. Lam- 
kin says. Braising or cooking in 
liquid at low temperatures are two 
of these methods. 

“Be sure to simmer the meat,” 
advises Mrs. Lamkin, “and you'll 
get more and tastier servings.” 
While cuts of pork such as chops 
and steaks need moist heat to make 
sure they are well, done, larger 
pork cuts may be cooked by dry 


heat.

Although this in itself appears 
to be sufficient .reason to wipe 
out the coyote, his economic im- 
portance is keeping down the rabbit 
and rodent population cannot be 
overlooked.

The same coyote at the time of 
the survey would have caten about 
15,426 tons of rodents and rabbits 
in one year. If this was expressed 
in field mice alone, it would total 
401,076,000 average-weight ro- 
dents. These mice, average 12 to 
the acre, would show that an 
annual feeding by these coyotes 
would be equal to the elimination 
of field mice from 33,000,000 acres 
of land. 

The destruction caused by such 
a large number of mice is very 
great.

SUPREME LOYALTY TO

Memory Selection: Thou shalt 
have no other gods before me. 
Thou shalt not make unto thee 
any graven image, Exodus 203-4. 


The Decalogue opens naturally 
with the’ command, “Thou shalt 
have no other gods before me! If 
we do not keep this command, we 
shall not keep all that follow, for 
this is basic. God will brook no 
rivals in the soul. He claims first 
place in the affections of man. The 
bowing to images was forbidden. 
Worshipping idols was common 
practise among the neighbors of 
Israel.

How many species of mammals 
would you think there are inhabit- 
ing our planet?

There are 8,000 different species 
of mammals alone, wile the varie- 
ties of birds more than doible this 


species of fishes, and new varieties 
are being discovered almost every 
day. 

On top of this, scientists have 
numbered 80,000 kinds of molluscs 
—that is snails and shellfish, 

This’ total alone outnumbers 
every known species of back-bon- 
ed animals ,which comprise mam- 
mals, birds and fishes, 

Coming down to the insect world 
the figures become astronomical, 
for there are no less than half a 
million known species. 

Scientists say that this 
kingdom is almost unknown, and 
many of them assert that we still 
have to discover ninety per cent of 
all the insects that exist.

Don’t Rush 

It does not pay to rush the sea- 
son with most gardening opera- 
tions, and especially in the planting 
of things that will not appreciate 
a frost, For the great majority of 
seeds started there it little to be 
gained and considerable risk in get- 
ting them in the fround before the 
soil and the air have definitely 
turned warm and our long Can- 
adian winters are really over. But, 
of course, there are some e¢xcep- 
tions. 

Jobs that might have been done 
last fall, if the weather or some 
other reason interfered, are an ex- 
ample, Under this rough classifi- 
cation will come the -planting of 
trees, shrubs, and most lawn work. 
In this category, too, will be sweet 
peas, which must be planted as 
early as possible if they are to do 
well. This sort of gardening can 
start just as soon as the last snow 
has gone and the soil is dry enough 


For Tender Vegetables 

If there is any secret about get- 
ting the finest quality in vegetables 
it is soon shared. The main thing 
is to grow these things quickly, es- 
pecially the sorts of which the 
leaves or roots are eaten, If for 
some reason growth is checked, ¢s- 
pecially in the later stages, then 
more fbet develops and the veget- 
ables become woody. To avoid this 
the experienced gardener pushes 
his vegetables with lots of culti- 
vation, watering when necessary 
and feasible, and using fertilizer 
either natural or chemical, or both. 
He will also thin properly so that 
the plants have room and will be 
protected from insects or diseases. 

For A Big Show 

Almost anyone almost anywhere 
in Canada can have a showing of 
flowers the neighbors will envy 
with half a dozen packets of seed 
or a few flats of started plants and 
an hour or two spent outdoors in 
the fresh air and sunshine.

OfGINGERFARM

It is too cold for housecleaning; 
too wet for seeding—or for saking 
the lawns or flower beds, but it 
is a grand time for “redding up” 
odds and ends that have accumulat- 
ed during the winter. And how 
they accumulate! Just  fecently 
friends of our moved away from 
their spacious farm home to much 
smaller quarters. I just about wilted 
when I saw all the: stuff that had 
to be sorted, and'then sold, given 
away or thrown out, according to 
its usefulness or value. What an 
ordeal! And yet how uninteresting 
our homes would be if we didn’t 
hoard anything at all. Imagine 
housecleaning the boxroom of the 
attic and having no old letters or 
schodl books to look through, Or 
patch work pieces to sort, or pic- 
tures and snapshots to look over, 
some of which had been almost 
forgotten. What fun to take an- 
other Jook at those old school- 
group pictures; think of Mamie as 
she is now and ‘see the shy little 
girl she used to be—or the sturdy 
youth who was such a puny little 
boy. And of course Old Country 
people waste (7?) a lot of precious 
time looking at postcards and 
other relics of bygone days, taking 
us back to the past and making 
us wonder’ if we shall ever again 
see those old familiar places, “And 
if we did would they have any 
meaning for us now? Times and 
places have changed a lot and in 
many cases*the folk we loved are 
no longer where we left them, 

I supose, too, there are fashions 
in hoarding as in everything else 
The things that we hoard now are 
very different from those of grand- 
mother’s day. Then it was heavy 
clothing to make over for the chil- 
dren, or to be cut up during the 
winter for rugs and quilts. x 

Now in many an attic, instead 
of clothing there are antique pieces 
of furniture waiting to be refinish- 
ed — probably rescued from the 
woodshed or picked up at an auc- 
tion sale.

The time we spend in “redding 
up” depends to a great extent on 
the weather, As long as it stays 
cold, wet, or stormy we are in- 
clined to dawdle on the job, en- 
joying it to the full.

A brush is better than a” cloth 
for removing stains from a deep- 
pile carpet, according to Miss 
Florence King, noted clothing 
specialist. She also advises wash- 
ing the soiled areas in the direc- 
tion of the pile—not crosswise to 
it. : ; 

Use a thick soapless lather, she 
says, for the first step in removing 
the stain. After yot finish the 
lather treatment, wipe the spot 
with a clean cloth that has been 
dipped into clear warm water and 
squeezed to remove excess mois- 
ture. 

lf this treatment does not. re- 
move all of the stain, follow with 
a grease solvent, such as carbon 
tetrachloride. Use a brush ‘to get 
the solvent well into the pile. 

If these two treatments do not 
completely remove the stain, start 
all over again. Repeat the lather 
and solvent treatment to remove 
the remaining stain.
